JAPAN AFTER OUR FLOUR. 

Shipments to the Orient Exceed All 
Previous Record*. 

The more or less strained relations 
between Japan and Russia, with the 
prospective shortage of Che wheat crop 
of tin- Island kingdom, is resulting in 
a commercial benefit to the United 
States, in that Japan Is buying an an 
usual amount of American flour at this 
time, says the Seattle Uost-Intelllgon- 
eer. Never before at tills season of the 
year have the flour shipments been so 
heavy. The State of Washington Is 
supplying the bulk of Hour shipped to 
Japan from the ports of l’uget Sound. 

During one month no less tlmn >o,- 
<7Ki barrels Mere consigned to the prin¬ 
cipal cities of tlie- Mikado’s country 
ITom Seattle by the vessels of tin Nip 
ism Yuscn Kaisha line alone. Propor¬ 
tionately as much went by the Tacoma ! 
and \ aneouvor lines, to say nothing of 
the shipments from Portland and San 
Francisco. 

i No speeitloreason has been given for 
wheal shortage in Japan and none real- 
!,\ may exist. Nevertheless, Japan Is j 
buying an enormous amount of flour, 
which gives force to Hie murmurings j 
of M-ar between the Czar and the Mi 1 
I U is known, too, that Japan Is | 

j drawing upon China for American 
flour. 

Owing to the uarni. damp climate of 
China in summer flour does not keep | 
J well. It is unsafe to carry very large 
stocks. Hongkong, usually the great 
depot for American flour shipped to 
China, has her warehouses full, but 
these she Is emptying to Japan. 

\\ hilt* Japan and China grow wheat, 
their production is Infinitesimal as 
compared with tlho demands for flour 
from their millions of population.

But the Luited States has seemed to have pretty 
nearly a monopoly of corn growing. In this Industry, how 
ever, a rival Is also arising which may before long be de 
veloped Into great proportions. 

That rival Is Argentina, a country which for more ri\t 
sons than one might well be regarded as the United States 
of South American. It Is only about two-firths us large 
as the United States, and has only one-fifteenth as great” 
a population. But Its soli Is wondrousiy fertile and Its 
climate genial, and It Is growing in population and In the 
arts of civilization at a gratifying pace. Its production of 
•■tittle and sheep, of hides and wool, of linseed and various 
other things Is well known to be great. It is to be re¬ 
marked that It is also becoming a great producer of corn, 
for which crop its soil and climate seem to lie particularly 
well suited. The last year’* crop of corn is reported to 
have covered 1,300,000 acres and to have measured 130.(100,- 
(HHi bushels. That Is, of course, very much less than our !H.- 
000,01 Hi acres and 2,523,000,0(X) bushels. Vet proportionately 
to tin- population of the country. It Is a creditable showing. 
Moreover, it is to lie observed that the Argentines get more 
than thirty bushels from an acre, anil get a dollar of their 
currency, or 4-1 cents gold, a bushel for kt. making a yield 
of $13.20 an acre, while we, with our boasted higher civili¬ 
zation, are content with twenty seven bushels to the aero, 
which, at 40 cents a bushel, means a yield of only $)0.80> 
an acre.

Canning Peas 

for Market. 




The industry of putting up canned 
i goods Is rapidly growing, and the pro¬ 
cesses h.v which the different crops 
are made ready for Hie market form au 
Interesting sight. It is hardly poslsble 
to conceive the rapidity with which 
the work is carried on and the Im¬ 
portant part played by machinery. 
Take, for Instance, the canning of peas, 
where the vines are cut In the field 
by a moving machine and loaded on 
the wagons the sniiu- as is done with 
hay. Arriving at the slusls of the fac¬ 
tory as wanted, they are placed on an 
endless chain nnd carried overhead to 
the workmen, who tend the machine 
known as the “vincr.” In looks it 
resembles a large, old-fashioned re¬ 
volving squirrel cage. In which arc- 
paddles, which beat the pods and al¬ 
low tlie peas to fall out rh’-ougli tlie 
meshes of tlie cage, while tlie vines 
and pods are carried by the endless 
ehaln to the silo, some distance away. 
As some pieces of vines and pods pass 
through with the peas, they are run 
through a squirrel cage which, revolv¬ 
ing, causes the pens to be separated 
from the other substances, when they 
pass out of It into trays. 

Passing onward the pens are next 
poured Into a machine reminding one 
of the old-time fanning mills seen in 
farmers’ barns. Here they are further 
cleaned before passing through into 
tlie “grader," which Is another cylinder 
In which there are several sections 
with dlffercnt-slzed meshes and the 
peas roll along until they come to the 
mesh, which permits them ‘o fall 
through. All the while they art In this 
cage dropping water is washing them 
and carrying out the dirt that way 
be on them. Each size Is aotv labeled 
and kept separate. 

The “blaneher,” as It Is called, is a 
trough of boiling M-ater, through which 
the tra.vR of peas are carried on the 
endless chain, requiring about ten min¬ 
utes to pass twenty-five feet. As some 
of the skins of the peas, and possibly 
other dirt, may yet be clinging to the 
peas they move on to the second series 
of squirrel enges, where the revolv¬ 


ing motion again cleans them, while 
cold water Is continually dropping into 
llie cage and on them. Now liny 
pass out on to a licit about tii'ci feet 
wide and slowly move along between 
rows of women, whose business it is to 
pick out any laid pens or any other 
foreign substance. Dropping from this 
tabic Into trays they are carried by 
men to the filler, it is the machine 
which automatically fills the cans, 
which arc dropped down through tubes 
from the storeroom above. When the 
can falls Into position on the moving 
chain It Is carried under the spom. 
M'hich Is tlien automatically opened, 
allowing the same quantity ot p.-.is 
to fill each can, at the rate of seventy 
to eighty cans a minute. 

The movement is so well timed that 
its place Is taken by all empty ran 
while It moves under the pipe t i;;-.ni■ h 
which the hot liquid is aulomuiv 
measured and poured Into It. The cin 
now swings on its com'se, going 
through a brusher or wiper, where it 
is cleaned and any surplus on top 
brushed off. Two Imys now pine- caps 
on tlie cans as they move along past 
them to the soldering machine, with 
which it combines the "aeider,” which 
prepares it for taking the solder. After 
they come out of there they are brand¬ 
ed with tlie quality of grade while 
on the way to the "dotter,” uhn sold¬ 
ers the little hole In the center of each 
cap. The Inspector then takes Ills 
turn and if the cans uro all right, they 
are soon at the end of their first Jour¬ 
ney, as they pass on to a table, whence 
they are removed and jmt into large 
steel crates, preparatory to a second 
journey of some 150 to 2(Ki feet under 
ground on an endless chain to reach 
the building where the "cookers” are. 

Coming out of the “cookers” the 
crates now go on to a slowly moving 
chain, which takes about half an hour 
to pass through the channel of cold 
water 150 feet long to the storeroom, 
where they are cool enough to handle. 
Later in the season, when the label¬ 
ing Is done, machinery again takes a 
prominent place.—New York Tribune*

PREPARING FOR 

NEW BUILDING. 


The Supervisors Are Clearing the 
Lot for the New Court House. 
Part of Old Building Sold. 


On Monday last tho Board of Su¬ 
pervisors heid an adjourned session 
for the purpose of receiving offers for 
tlie removal of the one-story brick an- 
next to the present Courthouse to 
make way for tho handsome new 
structure which is to lie commenced 
soon. 

Piirsuunt to an advertised call for 
I offers to remove the structure, several 
tenders were received, and their con¬ 
sideration caused no little amusement 
to the members of the board and the 
i spectators present. At a previous 
meeting the Supervisors were fearful 
that the county would lie unable to 
secure the removal of the annex with¬ 
out having to pay some one for his 
trouble. 

The first bid opened was from Sam 
Hall, the veteran house mover. Ho 
would undertake the job at u cost of 
j to the county of 898. Next came the 
offer of Roussel & Bale of Belmont, 
They would undertake tho work for a 
compensation of 8500. The bid of A. 
Hess of Redwood City made a doc id- 
' ed hit. He offered 85 as a bonus to 
the county for demolishing and re¬ 
moving the building. C. Vidal’s bid 
of 8195 was couched in such language 
that it was for a time undecided 
whether he would give tho county 
that amount or expected to be paid 
the sum. Tho party who drew up the 
document was present, however, and 
set all doubts ut rest by stating Vidal 
expected to receive the amount of his 
bid from the county provided he was 
given the job. Tho contract was

LEFT HANDED WICKEDNESS, \ 

— 

Rosalia of an tnunuitl Invmtlffittion 
by Professor I.oiullro.o. 

Trofessor Cesare Lombroso, the Ital- j 
inn scientist skilled In detecting traces 
of abnormality, explains in the North 
American Review the imperfections of 
the left handed. 

People who are more agile with the 
left than with ttie right l^iud are most 
numerous among "women, children, 
savages and criminals.” The percent¬ 
age is about 4 per cent among men i 
(operatives aud soldiers), o to 8 per 
cent among women and about the i 
same among lunatics. 

But among criminals Professor Mnr- 
ro found 13 per cent of the men and 23 j 
per cent of the women left handed. 
Swindlers offered a greater percentage, ; 
no less than 33, aial murderers and [ 
fin ishers only from 0 to 10 per cent. 

Professor I.ombroso also discusses j 
the far more complex subject of "left 
sidedness." Certain people are more 
sensitive upon the left side than upon 
the right. This condition has no con¬ 
nection with left handedness and is 
highest in lunatics, 44 per cent. 

Parrots arc loft handed, and so nro 
lions. Bullet found in twenty-seven 
monkeys th? left shoulder heavier than 
the right. 

Women, children and primitive races 
make gestures and simple movements 
from right to left. This is why worn- 
, on button their garments In a different 
j direction from men and why early 
I languages, like the Arabic, arc writ- 
[ ten from right to left. Very old chro¬ 
nometers were wound from right to 
left, not from left to right, as at pres¬ 
ent. 

However, Professor Lombroso hedges 
by saying: "One can without difficulty 
find among good men real left handed¬ 
ness, as amWhg the greatest evildoers 
there are some who have not that char¬ 
acteristic. I do not dream at all of say¬ 
ing that all left handed people are wick¬ 
ed, but that left handedness, united to 
many other traits, may contribute to 
form one of the worst characters 
j among the human species.”
